Francis Lord Biſhop of Landafſe, by Letters Patents under his Epiſcopal Scal, granted this 
Office to Dr. Richard Lloyd and the Reſpondent Zohn Fores ; to hold to them joyntly and 
ſcvcrally, and to the longer Liver of them. Which Grant was duly confirm'd by the Cha 


ter of that Church , and accordingly the ſaid Dr. Richard Lloyd, for ſeveral Years, by the 
Reſpondent's conſent, quietly held and. enjoyed the ſame. 


The ſaid Lord Biſhopdicd, and Dr. William Lloyd ſucceeded in that Biſhoprick ; and upon 


his Tranſlation to the Biſhoprick of Norwich, Dr. William Beaw ſucceeded, and is now the 
preſent Lord Biſhop of Landaffe. 


"The preſent Lord Biſhop of Landaffe, having in his Cuſtody the Original Grant of this 
Office to Dr. Richard Lloyd, and the Reſpondent Conſtituted Commiſſioners to Execute the 


Do _ refuſed to admut the Retitioner to Exccute and Enjoy the ſaid Offices, as by Law 
2e ought. 


Whercupon the Reſpondent brought an Action at Law againſt the Appellant, and others 


forthe Profirs of the Office by them received ; which Action, by the Death of One of the 
then Defendants abated. 


Afterwards, the Reſpondent brought hs Bill in Equity againſt rhe Appellant, to have an 
Account of, and Satisfaction for the Profits of the ſud Office, to which the Appellant anſwer- 
cd, and conf. fſcd the Patent and Grant to the ſaid Dr. Richard Lloyd and the Reſpondent ; 
whereupon the Reſpondent proceeded to try his Right and Tile to the ſaid Office in an Acti- 


oa at the Common Law againſt the Appellant ; and at G/oxcefter-Aflizes, on ful Evidence, 
obtaincd a Yerdift, and had Judgment thereupon. ; 


That afterwards the Court of Chancery Ordered, That a Trial at Bar ſhould be had upon 
an Action of the Caſe for Trial of the Title of the ſaid Office ; whereupon, -a Trial was had 


ar the Kings-Bench-Bar ;, and upon full and long Evidence, a Verdict was given for the Re- 


{pondent , and upon the Importunity of the Appellant's Counſel, the Cafe was Stated, and 
Argued before all the Zzdges of the ſaid Court of Kings-Bench ; who on Hearing feveral Ar- 


guments on both Sides, were all of Opinion, That thc Letters-Patents and Grant made to 


Dr. Richard Lloyd, and the Reſpondent were good in Law ; and that the Reſpondent was 
welt Intituled to the ſaid Office for Is Life. 


Thar the ſaid Cauſe coming to be Heard in Chancery, on the Equity reſerved in the Pre- 
ſence of Council on borh Sides, the Lords-Commailſlioners were of the ſame Opinion ; and 


Decreced an Account to be taken of the Profits of the ſaid Office, and the Reſpondent to be | 


quicted. in the Poſſeſſion and Enjoyment thereof: 


Which Decree, the Reſpondent hopes is Fufl; and 
that it ſhall be Confirmed.
